The Murderers of Judge 
Combs Found Guilty 
at Barbours- 
ville. 

A Press Dispatch from Barbours- 
ville of May 2, says; 

The jury in the Field-Atkins case 
returned n verdict of guilty and fixed 
the punishment of the two men at 
confinement in the penitentiary for 
lile at 9:30 this morning, after being 
in consultation only about two hours. 

Both men appeared unconcerned 
when then the verdict was announced, 
and they say they have no fear that 
they will not he granted a new trial. 

Adkin’a wile, who has sat by him 
all through the trial, completely broke 
down wheu the news ofher husband’s 
conviction was carried to her. 

The attorneys for the defendants 
prepared a motion and grounds for a 
new trial. AH the good citixens here 
who have heard the trial approve the 
verdict of the jury. which it is thought 
will be thi death knell of lawlessness 
in this part of the State. 

Col. Breckinridge only spoke lor 
two hours and a hall yesterday eve- 
ning. His arguments were plain and 
forcible, but mote than once the vast 
audience that was in the court-house 
to hear him were moved to tears. 

He was followed by Commonwealth 
Attorney Rniurev, who made a power- 
ful and an eloquent appeal lor law 
and order in the mountains of Eas- 
tern Kentucky. 

The trial has been in court here 
since April 23 and created greater in- 
terest than any shch case in vears. 
There were many witnesses heard nnd 
the testimony closed ou the 27th. The 
testimony as brought in the trial de- 
veloped the fact titoi. Atkins fired the 
shot that killed the judge, and that 
Fields was his accessory. All the ev- 
idence pointed so plainly to Atkins

that his friends practically gave up 
the fi-jht for him, although liis law- 
yers madl a strong plea to the jury. 

The murder was one of the most 
disgraceful crimes tint has marred the 
rtcjrd of the mountains of Kentucky 
It was a direct outcome of the French 
Evetsole feud. Judge Combs was 
fully 80 year? ol age. and prosecuted 
Adkins bitterly (or the assassination 
of one ol the Eversoles, who was the 
judge’s son-in-law. On a Sunday, 
last July, the old man was in Hazard 
and in conversation with some friends 
when he was shot down in cold blood 
by two men. He felt dead with 25 
shots in his body. The assascins es- 
caped, but were caught in Breathitt 
county twenty-five miles Irom the 
scene of the murder. 

During the past week the work at 
the grounds of the Cotton States and 
International Exposition has been 
going on with great activity. As 
many as 1,800 men in a day have 
been at work and progress along all 
lines is marked. The Government 
building has been pushed forward 
with gratifying rapidy.

Mo Hare Prlnlnl envelopes. 

The government will print no more 
envelopes for business people. This 
practice has taken hundreds of thous- 
ands of thousands of dollars out of 
the pockets of the printers of the 
country. Vigorous pretexts have 
been made against the abuse, and 
thousands of names were put to pe- 
titions asking that it be stopped. At 
last all work of this character has 
been abandoned by the government, 
and hereafter private individuals will 
be compelled to go to a private print- 
ing office when they want envelopes 
printed. The bill was approved by the 
President on January 12th last and 
provides “the postmaster general 
shall contract for all envelopes.stamp- 
ed or otherwise, designed for sale to 
the public or lor use by his own or 
other departments and may contra ct 
for them to be plain or with such 
matter as they may be prescribed by 
the departmect making requisition 
therefor, provided that no envelopes 
furnished by the government shall 
contain any business address or ad- 
vertisement.” This covers the case 
exactly. It means hereafter that the 
carings from printing of this sort will 
go to the printers of the country and 
not to the government And this is 
os it should be. — [Bozeman Chroni- 
cle.

Mr Kim- 
berlin spoke as follows; 

Judge Forgy was born June 23 18- 
20, died March 24 1895, aged 74 years 
9 months and one day. He became 
a christain when a young man and 
united with the C. P. church at Point 
Pleasant and was soon thereafter elec- 
ted a ruler elder near 40 years ago. 
He served that church as an elder 
several years and was then transfer- 
red to the church at I^banon and 
was elected by that church as an elder 
and continued to serve such until the 
C. P. church at Morgantown was or- 
ganized March 14, 1874, he became 
oue 01 its charater members and was 
elected an elder iu which capacity he 
continued to serve until bis death, 
faithfully discharging every duty 
he was appointed to do. He frequent- 
ly represented the church in Presby- 
tery and Synod and at least once in 
the General Assembly. I have known 
him immediately since I have been 
his pastor, now over five years. I 
have not known him to fail to dis- 
charge any duty assigned to him by 
the session during my teim of service. 
He never made excuses when called 
to perform any service for his church, 
such as a pastor frequently hears — 
such as want of time and pressing 
business obligations etc. He was 
frequently elected and filled position 
of honor and trust by his fellow 
countrymen, always receiving a lib- 
eral vote from the opposing political 
party. He filled the positions of 
county school Superintendent, coun- 
ty Judge and member of the Consti- 
tutional Convention. 



He was estimated by all as a high- 
toned Christian gentleman. Anoth- 
er one of the old land marks is gone.
